New Yards suit filed 


One day before a climactic court 
hearing that could clear a major legal 
barrier for Bruce Ratner, opponents of 
the developer’s residential, retail, office 
and arena mega-project filed another 
lawsuit this week, this time challeng- 
ing the Metropolitan Transportation 
Authority’s mid-summer “sweetheart” 
renegotiation with Ratner. 

The suit, filed on Tuesday in state 
Supreme Court in Manhattan by a pan- 
oply of state legislators, plus Council- 
woman Letitia James (D-Fort Greene), 


theNYPIRG/Straphangers Campaign 
and Develop Don’t Destroy Brooklyn, 
seeks the annulment of that June deal 
to sell the Vanderbilt rail yard near the 
intersection of Flatbush and Atlantic 
avenues with just a $20-million down 
payment. 

The original 2005 deal with the 
MTA gave Ratner control of the Van- 
derbilt Yards for $100 million, even 
though it had been appraised at more 
than $271 million. In the ensuing con- 
troversy over that deal, the state passed 
the Public Authorities Accountability

DUMBO group 
battles Dock St. 


Opponents of a planned high-rise near the foot 
of the Brooklyn Bridge in DUMBO sued to stop 
the project this week on the grounds that the city 
colluded with the developer and allowed him to ex- 
pand the perimeter of his project site to take advan- 
tage of zoning perks. 

The suit by the nascent DUMBO Neighborhood 
Foundation names the Department of City Planning, 
the City Planning Commission, the City Council, 
the Department of Education, and the School Con- 
struction Authority as guilty of improperly allow- 
ing the development company Two Trees Manage- 
ment to win a zoning change that paves the way 
for a planned 17-story project that includes a pub- 
lic middle school as a sweetener 
to seal the deal. 

“There was a concerted ef- 
fort to advance this project at 
any cost,” said Gus Sheha, a 
plaintiff in the case. “When 
you connect the dots, it’s appar- 
ent that people didn’t do their 
due diligence for a reason: they 
wanted to pass this.” 

Coming just weeks after the 
release of documents revealing that 
the development’s promised middle school may have 
failed to meet city standards when the project was 
approved earlier this year, the suit alleges that the 
city officials “failed to fulfill their respective obli- 
gations to conduct a full, fair and objective exami- 
nation of the appropriateness of including a middle 
school as part of the Dock Street Project as well as 
to conduct a full, fair and objective comparison of 
alternative middle school sites.” 

“All evidence points towards a pattern of coop- 
eration (if not collusion) between [the city] and Two 
Trees,” continued the complaint, which also cited 
the city’s flip flop over the need for a new middle 
school in the neighborhood. 

The DUMBO group also accused the city of over- 
looking zoning regulations that could have halted de- 
veloper Jed Walentas (pictured), whose project, op-

Finally! O'Hara beats Hynes!

It took 12 years, but John 
O’Hara finally beat District 
Attorney Charles Hynes. 

In a scathing criticism of the 
longtime DA, a state judicial 
committee said last week that 
O’Hara, the only man ever con- 
victed in New York for voting in 
the wrong election district, was 
the victim of an unjustified, polit- 
ically motivated prosecution be- 
cause of his support for Hynes 
opponents a decade ago. 

“The committee has grave 
doubts that Mr. O’Hara did any- 
thing that justified his criminal 
prosecution,” said the final re- 
port by the 25-member Com- 
mittee on Character and Fitness, 
whose finding was unanimously 
approved by the state Supreme 
Court’s Appellate Division, 
which reinstated O’Hara as a 
lawyer on Oct. 6.

Row over rose rowhouse

Don’t believe everything you read: The famous “Pink House” of 
Garfield Place is not for sale. 

Bloggers and even the Daily News were buzzing this week that 
Bernie Henry, who famously painted his classic Park Slope brown- 
stone salmon pink in the 1960s, was selling the empty nest and mov- 
ing to a smaller place nearby. 

But the house is not on the market, a real-estate source told The 
Brooklyn Paper, because Henry’s grandson is under investigation 
for forging key documents that have put a cloud over who has legal 
ownership of the building. 

The so-called “bubble gum brownstone” has been the talk of Park 
Slope for decades — but no more so than a month ago, when Henry 
put it up for sale with an asking price of $2,295 million, said Ger- 
aldine Griffin of Heights Berkeley Realty, which has removed the 
listing from its Web site. 

“It’s a good price for a four-story, three family brownstone,” she 
said. “People only know the outside, but there are wonderful Vic- 
torian details inside. It’ll need new kitchens and bathrooms, but the

Vintage Williamsburg whine! 

Some 'Burgers object to a fancy vino bar on Driggs Ave

A Williamsburg community board 
approved a liquor license for a sur- 
prisingly controversial upscale wine 
bar that an angry group of residents 
has bitterly fought on the grounds 
that the party neighborhood is over- 
saturated with watering holes — even 
though the opponents were silent 
when 19 other bars were rubber- 
stamped for the same licenses. 

On Wednesday night, Commu- 
nity Board 1 voted 17-14 to recom- 
mend a liquor license for Custom 
American Wine Bar — the Driggs 


Avenue tapas bar that has become 
the focus of neighborhood ire. 

“Finally, experienced operators 
are coming to the neighborhood,” 
said board member Mieszko Kalita, 
who chaired a raucous public safety 
committee meeting last Thursday 
where dozen opponents clashed with 
30 supporters. 

“We want to welcome them,” 
he added. “With a bar like this, our 
streets are alive and not just closed 
gates. These owners have six liquor 
licenses in Manhattan without any 
complaints.” 

Opponents — including actor 


Danny Hoch — persisted, saying that 
the bar will attract binge drinkers, 
public urinators and gang violence, 
but co-owner Stefan Mailvaganam, 
who also co-owns Bar Carrera, a 
tapas bar in Manhattan, brought in 
supporters who questioned the op- 
ponents’ motives last week. 

“CustomAmerican Wine Bar will 
attract the opposite of gangs and frat 
boys,” saidYannde Rochefort, who 
owns Boqueria tapas bar in Manhat- 
tan. “The community board should 
encourage places like Stefan’s.” 

The Public Safety Committee did 
not fully agree on Thursday, sending 


a mixed message in the form of a tie 
vote — the only non-approval ofavery 
long night of rubber-stamping liquor 
license applications. That brought the 
liquor license request to the full com- 
munity board on Wednesday night. 
The approval was conditioned on the 
bar closing at midnight on weekdays 
and at 2 am on weekends. 

The saga to get a license has con- 
sumed four months and $20,000, said 
Mailvaganam and his co-owner Dan 
Lathroum, who particularly objected 
to opponents’ claim that “outsiders” 
have ruined Williamsburgbecause he

“Or, you can just pick it out of the 
tree pit right in front of the store,” 
said Leda Meredith, an instructor 
at the Brooklyn Botanic Garden 


who teaches people to make such 
finds on their own. 

Before class the other day, the 
46-year-old Meredith, a more re- 
fined version of famous urban for- 
ager “Wildman” Steve Brill, picked 
wild specimens from cracks in the 
sidewalks during a walk through 
Park Slope. That limp green leaf? 
It’s mugwort, which some believe 
helps dreams. That prickly stalk 


over there? That’s stinging nettle, 
which can make a shampoo that 
could compete with a Frederic Fek- 
kai treatment. And those huge bur- 
dock leaves? Use them for bums 
or mosquito bites. 

To Meredith, eating weeds isn’t 
just for impoverished hillbillies. 
It’s nutritional and adventurous. 

“There’s the thrill of the hunt, 
like finding a stand of elderberry 


shrubs just when the fruit is per- 
fectly ripe,” Meredith said. “And 
then there’s also the culinary de- 
light of flavors you can’t buy at 

“In fact, many professional chefs 
are actually enthusiastic foragers,” 
she added, though, thankfully, she 
did not name names. 

In an age when more and more 
people want to be respectful loca- 


vores instead of mega-consuming 
omnivores, weeds are even more 
appealing. “There is nothing more 
local, organic and zero -carbon foot- 
print than the edible weed grow- 
ing near you. It didn’t need water- 
ing, it didn’t need fertilizers.” 
Urban foraging is, alas, a lost art 
that Meredith hopes to revive.

Grant winner finally opens 
her Fort Greene tome outlet

From winning a grant from the Brooklyn Public Library, 
to scouting locations and creating neighborhood buzz, the 
story of Greenlight Bookstore has been a page turner.

One of them, Brooklyn literary ace Jonathan Lethem, called 
the store personally to request a reading for his newest novel, 
“Chronic City” (see interview in GO Brooklyn this week) 

— before Bagnulo and her crew even began shelving. 

The store’s fall roster is already filling with events like the 

Lethem reading, a panel of writers from the New York Re- 
view of Books on Nov. 18 and blogger/author pairings later in 
the month. It’s likely that book lovers will turn out in droves 
at such gatherings, but will they open their wallets? 

Bagnulo is optimistic. 

“In tough economic times, a book is a good small in- 
vestment for anyone,” she said. 

At least one person is interested in the bookstore’s open- 
ing. On Tuesday, while Bagnulo interrupted her shelve 
stocking to answer questions from a reporter, a stubbly 
man gazed longingly through the front window and asked,

Neighbors upset about 
Le Bleu's rooftop bar 



The rooftop bar at Hotel Le Bleu on Fourth Avenue 
is under fire for noise from its thumping speakers.

Park Slope residents claim that Fourth Avenue’s sky- 
high Vue Restaurant and Lounge isn’t just on the roof — 
its noise levels are through it! 

Neighbors say that noise coming from the bar atop Ho- 
tel Le Bleu is keeping them up past 2 am as often as four 
nights a week. 

“There’s the music, but you can also hear the crowd up 
there, yelling and screaming and singing,” said Steve Shep- 
ard, who has lived near the corner of Fourth Avenue and 
Fifth Street for five years. 

Over that time, Shepard said he has grown accustomed 
to roaring truck traffic on Fourth Avenue, but said that the 
“disco and house music” is “much more noticeable than the 
traffic, which on a normal night is a steady white noise.” 

When the rooftop bar — replete with panoramic views 
and flashing LED lights — opened this August, it was the 
first of its kind in a formerly industrial Park Slope corri- 
dor where businesses never had to worry about noise com- 
plaints. As a result, early reviews of the Vue were favorable, 
including one from Brooklyn Paper Senor Editor Vince 
DiMiceli, who dubbed it a “game changer for Brooklyn.” 

“Everything that you thought was, now isn’t. Every- 
thing that you wish could have been, has now become,” 

Game changer or not, the bar has got to shush, accord- 
ing to Community Board 6 District Manager Craig Ham- 
merman. 

“People have had their lives disrupted by the noise there,” 
he said. “We need to see some change very quickly.” 

Domenic Tonaccio — the landlord for both Hotel Le 
Bleu and the Vue Restaurant — told The Brooklyn Paper 
that he hopes to make those changes within two weeks. 

“I don’t want to have a problem with my neighbors,” 
said Tonaccio, who added that workers will completely 
soundproof and enclose the rooftop venue. “We’re doing 
everything possible to make sure that we’re not getting 
any complaints from neighbors and that we’re not getting 
complaints from hotel guests.” 

But neighbors doubt that soundproofing can effectively 
muffle an outdoor space. 

“I don’t know how they expect it will help at all. It’s just 
a roof with open walls,” said Shepard. “It might shelter the 
patrons from rain, but it doesn’t do anything with noise.”

The answer to Brooklyn’s biggest question — whether 
a ubiquitous graffiti image depicts a chicken with a penis 
for a head, or a penis with a chicken for a body — might 
finally be revealed on Oct. 23.

But in the competition at the 
Tobacco Warehouse, he faced 
a tough fight from renowned 
chefs including Josh Capon of 
Lure, who took the people’s 
choice award with a plain 
burger slathered with Amer- 
ican cheese; and Spike Men- 
delsohnofTop Chef fame, who 
won the grand prize with his 
bacon bleu cheese burger. 

“I don’t have staff to help 
me, I don’t have a restaurant 
kitchen,” said Huebbe. 

Though Huebbe was an 
unknown next to some of the 
famed chefs at the Burger 
Bash, many attendees con- 
sidered his “P-Town Throw- 
down Burger” a favorite. 

“This is the best burger 
I’ve had,” said Melissa Sny- 
der, a burger aficionado who 
traveled to DUMBO from 
Ohio for the ground beef me - 
lee. “I’ve had Bobby Flay, 


Spike Mendelsohn, and 
Shake Shack — and this is 
the best.” 

Huebbe also earned kudos 
from food celebs Rachael Ray 
and Martha Stewart, who both 
“loved” his burger. 

That’s not entirely surpris- 
ing, considering that legend- 
ary former Brooklyn Paperre- 
porterMikeMcLaughlinonce 
celebrated the patty for its sim- 
plicity and succulence.

Mayor Bloomberg put 
the money where his mouth 
is last Friday as he he an- 
nounced the start of a city- 
funded $ 150-million Gow- 
anus Canal clean-up plan that 
he claims would be speed- 
ier than federal Superfund 
designation — but opponents 
contend wouldn’t sufficiently 
clean the fetid waterway. 

Bloomberg blasted the fed- 
eral plan as overly litigious 
and too slow while touting 
his own “comparatively fast” 
proposed decade-long clean- 
up, which could begin inNo- 
vember with repairs to the 
wastewater pumping station 
and flushing tunnel aimed to 
reduce the amount of raw sew- 
age that enters the waterway 
and nullify nasty odors. 

“[The Superfund is] going 
to be an enormous boon for 
lawyers and the court system 
... but nothing is going to be 
done [to clean the canal] for a 
long time,” the mayor said at 
a press conference at the head 
of the putrid waterway. 

Bloomberg claimed that 
using the Superfund to clean 
the vile waterway — which is 
contaminated with pesticides, 
PCBs, heavy metals, and even 
gonorrhea — could take more 

“This Superfund process 
would inevitably be super 
slow,” said Bloomberg, who 
has also objected to the fed- 
eral plan over concerns that 
its stigma would halt residen- 
tial development along the ca- 
nal. “We think there is a bet- 
ter way and a faster way.” 

The mayor said his plan to 
upgrade facilities along the 
canal would bring the wa- 
terway up to the standards 
required by the Clean Wa- 
ter Act. It will start with 
an $85 -million renovation 
of the pumping station that 
would reduce raw sewage

No more wine whining 


W e were pleased that Community 
Board 1 rejected the complaints 
of a misguided minority of Wil- 
liamsburg residents on Wednesday night 
and recommended a liquor license for a 
new wine bar on Driggs Avenue. 

And it’s not only because we love 

Indeed, the larger issue behind this lat- 
est confrontation between residents and 
would-be bar owners is that, all too often, 
some community members want to halt 
any changes to their areas on the grounds 
that newcomers such as bars, restaurants 
and other businesses are “outsiders” who 
will destroy the neighborhood. 

But who are the outsiders? And what 
is a neighborhood anyway?

Worse, the opponents 
abandoned any attempt at objectivity, 
remaining oddly silent when 19 other 
bars in the party-hardy neighborhood

public safety committee last week. 

Custom American wouldreplace a va- 
cant storefront, so residents’ complaints 
are misguided for two reasons: lifeless 
neighborhoods are breeding grounds for 
crime, and, more important, the site in 
question is zoned for such establishments, 
meaning that the teetotalers didn’t do 
their due diligence before they moved 
into the neighborhood themselves. 

It would be one thing if the owners 
of Custom American needed a zoning 
change to operate, but it’s not up to the 
community board or the State Liquor Au- 
thority to stand in the way when long-va- 
cant storefronts, or once-bustling neigh- 
borhoods slowly spring back to life in 
defiance of those who moved there dur- 
ing a down cycle. 

We’ve seen this all before, of course. 
Last year, a similar fight broke out in 


Carroll Gardens after the owner of the 
well-liked Black Mountain Wine Bar 
on the quiet corner of Union and Hoyt 
streets announced that he wanted to 
open an oyster bar around the corner 
on even-quieter Hoyt Street. 

Just as in the current wine bar case, 
neighbors claimed that the new oyster 
bar would be amenace to the community. 
But what “community”? Black Moun- 
tain Wine Bar, with its cozy fireplace, 
good food and tidy, farmhouse exterior, 
is a welcome neighborhood destination 
and part of the very community that 
blocked its owner’s equally neighbor- 
hood-friendly expansion plan. 

More and more, Brooklyn neighbor- 
hoods are establishing their own night- 
life scenes so that residents no longer 
have to rely on Manhattan for their en- 
tertainment. This revitalizes dormant 
commercial spaces, provides jobs in 
Brooklyn, and gives people a chance 
to hang out with their neighbors with- 
out leaving the neighborhood. 

We think this is a good thing.

riders mutter to themselves 
every day, the MTA report 
specified just how bad the 
line operates: During May 
and June, for example, week- 
day on-time performance was 
22 to 29 percent worse than 
systemwide average. 

The MTA’s investigation 
of itself also showed that: 

•The F line’s schedule 
has not been adjusted since 
2001, despite ridership that 
has increased every year ex- 
cept 2004-5. Population is 
booming in the Windsor Ter- 
race-to-DUMBO portion of 
the line, causing an eight- 
percent increase in ridership 
that has not been mitigated 
by increased service. 

• Stations are skipped due 
to overcrowding during rush 
hours at a higher rate than on 
other lines in the system. Sta- 
tions north of Church Ave- 
nue experienced 16 percent 
of all F line skips between 
March and June. 

• Ten percent of all morn- 
ing rush hour trains get to 
Bergen Street in Carroll Gar- 
dens already over the MTA’s 
standard for capacity. And in 
the evening rush, 12percent 
of the Coney Island-bound 
trains get to Jay Street above 
the sardine-can standard. 

In other words, the F 
“ranks near the bottom for 
all lines,” the report said. 

•In case all that wasn’t 
enough, the F is 10 percent 
dirtier than the systemwide 
average. 

The report is the result of 
a four-month line analysis re- 
quested by state Sen. Daniel 
Squadron (D-Carroll Gar- 
dens), whose office was in- 
undated with complaints in 
March and April about the 
little engine that can’t. 

On Sunday, Squadron 
told The Brooklyn Paper 
that he considered the find- 
ings “breathtaking,” but was 
pleased that the MTA had un- 
dertaken the line review. 

“This kind of thing has 
never been done before — a 
publicly released review of 
line performance and a com- 
mitment to make it better,” 
Squadron said. “The MTA 
should be applauded forthat. 
But now we need to hold their 
feet to the fire.” 

The report did include 
some recommendations for 
fixing the troubled line — 
though many riders will won- 
der why a four-month anal- 
ysis was needed to come up 
with a “to-do” list: 

•Reorganize line man- 
agement “to provide greater 


accountability over multiple 
disciplines.” 

• Establish a “task force 
of senior managers to re- 
view F line operations and 
develop strategies for im- 


provements.” 

• Review “schedules ... to 
assess potential operational 
and service changes.” 

• Get more new cars. 

• Modify “delay-manage- 
ment strategies to reduce reli- 
ance on skipping stations.” 

• Renew aging infrastruc- 
ture, including modernizing 


the signal system. 

That last one is easier said 
than paid for. A plan to mod- 
ernize signals along portions 
of the F line is included in 
the still-unapproved part of 
the next MTA capital plan. 
It calls for spending $ 1 .6 bil- 
lion — that’s billion — on F- 
line signals through 2019.

Esteemed Brooklyn scribe Jonathan Le- 
new book is all about Manhattan, but 
it’s not just any part of that god-forsaken bor- 
ough — it’s about the Upper East Side! 

But before you worry that Lethem — who 
cut his teeth exposing Brooklyn’s seedy un- 
derbelly in “Motherless Brooklyn” and cap- 
turing its rapid gentrification in “Fortress of 
Solitude” — made a mistake by framing his 
much-anticipated eighth novel “Chronic City” 
around such a staid nabe, consider this: It’s 
a satire ofManhattan, not a tribute! 

Here’s how Lethem views Manhattan, 
at least in “Chronic City”: 

• On Manhattan's disorder: “To live 
in Manhattan is to be persistently amazed 
at the worlds squirreled inside one an- 


other, the chaotic intricacy with which realms 
interleave, like those lines of television cable 
and fresh water and steam heat and outgoing 
sewage and telephone wire and whatever else 
which cohabit in the same intestinal holes that 
pavement-demolishing workmen periodically 
wrench open to the daylight and to our pass- 
ing, disturbed glances. We onlypretendto live 
on something as orderly as a grid.” 

• On the Upper East Side as frozen in 
ti me: “The secret of this place is its quarantine 
from the boom-and-bust of Manhattan’s trends 
and fashions. Maybe someday, if the rumors 
are true, they’ll build a Second Avenue sub- 
way line and all of this will change. For now, 
what’s here is entrenched and immutable.” 

• On Upper East Side tastelessness:

6 by the New York Post’s Kyle Smith!) — as 
well as Agnes Varda’s ode to winding Paris 
streets, “Cleo from 5 to 7.” 

Meanwhile, in Hollywood, directors were 
pumping out epics like “The Man Who Shot 
Liberty Valance,” “Lawrence of Arabia” and 
“Hatari!”

If you ever wanted a pop singer to write 
and record and album all for you, it’ll only 
cost you $5,000. 

That’s just one fundraising scheme being 
offered by Greta Gertler, an Australian singer- 
songwriter who lives in Ditmas Park. Gertler 
is currently working on her latest album, “The 
Universal Thump,” an orchestral pop record, 
but recording doesn’t come cheap, so she’s 
following musicians such as Jill Sobule and 
asking the public for donations. 

“I need to raise $ 15,000 so I can pay all the 



musicians,” said Gertler, who has come up 
with just $1,785 so far. “And mastering and 
mixing also costs a lot.” 

Online donations get various returns. For 
example, $15 buys you a copy of the finished 
album, while $50 gets you an autographed 
copy and a songbook. 

And for that $5,000, Gertler will compose 
a song each for you and 10 family members 
— and record those songs into an album. 

“I can make them quite catchy so people can 
sing all along with each other’s songs around 
the dinner table,” she said. 

Gertler said that if she doesn’t meet her 
$15,000 goal by Dec. 9, the money will be 
refunded. 

“Whatever happens,” Gertler said, “I will 
try to get the record out. But it might take a 
long time.”

Nardiello isn’tthe only Co- 
op member running against 
heavily favored Democrat 
Brad Lander to represent 
Park Slope in the City Coun- 
cil. Green Party member Da- 
vid Pechefsky is also a Co-op 
member — prompting some 
in the members-only super- 
market to joke that Nardiello 
and Pechefsky will split the 
all-important Park Slope Food 


Co-op vote, allowing Lander 
to cruise to an easy victory. 

On this night, Nardiello 
hoped to take advantage of 
his long walks with his would- 
be constituents, a fringe ben- 
efit of his job as a “walker.” 
It was a tough night. 

His first customer com- 
plained about President Bush 
(he’s not on the ballot). 

His second customer, a 
woman from Bay Ridge, 
nearly capsized her shopping 


cart when Nardiello revealed 
his party affdiation. 

“A Republican? We seri- 
ously considered moving to 
Canada if McCain had won,” 
she said. 

His third customer said 
from the outset, “I don’t vote 
for Republicans, but I’ll listen 
to you,” before spending the 
entire 15 minutes never let- 
ting Nardiello get a word in. 

His fourth customer also 
didn’t care aboutNardiello’s 
positions. 

“The older I get, the more 
liberal I get,” he said. 

Voters wouldn’t really give 


Nardiello a fair hearing, so I 
did by giving him the Politi- 
crasher Quiz: 

• Who did he vote for in 
2008? McCain. “I voted for 
McCain because my number 
one issue was protectingNew 
York,” he said. Verdict: Bad 
Republican. 

• What are your priorities?
